SLOT MACHINE HEADACHES 

How ions It will take the people of Idaho 
to learn that slot mnchlncs aro. not the solu- 
tion to a community's problems Is hard to 
Bay but Bome towns cnn't resist repeated 
flings' at this method ot Betting some ' easy 
money." , . , 

Not so long ago Burlcy hod Its headache 
with fliot maclUncs and almost wrecked a 
city admlnlstrntlon in the wrangling that 
followed. 

Back In the days when Twin Falls was 
raking In lis 50 per cent of the "take" from 
a slot machine buElncsa that drew nation- 
wide attention, the people. In this vicinity 
apparently got their 1111 of the mechanical 
bandits. The scandal that resulted was a 
pretty dear price for Twin Falla to pay lor 
Ita experience. ,_.,»„ 

Not ao long ago. Pocatello worked Itaeir 
up into a wrath over the slot machine is- 
sue, apparently ns a result of the operators 
being determined to thrust their machines 
upon the public. 

■ About a week ago. much to our surprise, 
the city council at Filer passed an ordinance 
authorizing the operation of slot machines. 
It was argued that the town needed the 
revenue from slot machines to carry out the 
community's recreation program. 

Just as one would expect, there were some 
Influential people in Filer who could see little 
logic In such an areument. They had a ready 
answer for all such claims. What the town 
might gain In the way of recreational fa- 
cilities would be more than offset by what 
It would lose "by bringing back slot machines 
and the evlla that go with them." 

The citizens of Filer should remember, 
they pointed out. "the hardships alot ma- 
chines have caujed in the past." 

Just as could be expected, the Issue has 
flared into a nasty little fight with the peo- 
ple of Filer divided among themselves with 
several members of the city council Indicat- 
ing they are ready to resign. 

At a special meeting of the city council, 
CftllBd for next i;^i^8d»y«venlng to reconsider 
the alot machine' Mdlnance, the Issue prob- 
ably will be BetUeJI on« way or another, but 
not until after It has caused trouble out of 
ell proportion to its Importance. 

Meantime, there. Is every indication that 
another slot machine scandal i» In the mak- 
ing at Gooding. 

An apparent shortage of more than J7,000 
has appeared In an audit ot Gooding's books 
Irom Dec. 1, 1948, to Aug. IB, 1960. The en- 
tiro amount l8 from slot machine license fees 
coUected by the city and due and unpaid (o 
the state and county. 

A-meetlng with a reptesentatlve-of .the. 

- Ijcnding firm within the next-fow days will 
~ determine what action is to be talcen. 

Just how much of this sort of thing it will 
" take to convince the people of Idaho that it's 
poor business to finance their public affairs 
with revenues from the slot machine racket 
remains to be seen. 

" "Nofoniy la it aslewiy method of-manag- 
Ing a community's fiscal affairs, but ex- 
jMrience should have taught us by now that 
It invites trouble, even to the extreme , ot 
graft and corruption. 

TAYLOU'S DEFEAT FINAL 
It's no surprise that a U. S. senate sub- 
committee decided there would be no further 
investigation of the Idaho primary election 
as a result of Ben. Qlen H, Taylor's defeat. 

The elections sub-committee had sent In- 
Tastlaalors to Idaho at the request of Sen- 
ator Taylor and the Idaho Farmer-Labor 
Legislative council who had charged miscon- 
duct on the part of certain election officials 
Including "IndUcrlmlnate destruction of bal- 
lots." 

It is doubtful If very many people in Ida- 
ho, outside ot a few' hangers-on who still 
permit Taylor to pul! the, wool over their 
eyes, gave any serious thought to anything 
being crooked In the Idaho primary. 

But Taylor and his eager clan wanted him 
In the senate so bad they could taste It, ao 
they stopped at nothing. 

Of course, the senate sub-committee took 
six or eight paragraplis to say what It could 
have said in one sentence, but the gist ot Its 
report makes It quite clear that Taylor and 
his political strategists had nothing to -go on 
when they requested the investigation. 

There were Irregularities and confusion, 
of course, as there will always be In any elec- 
tion, but the sub-committee unanimously 
■ concluded that "there was no ovidencc of 
fra'ud, collusion or wilful breach of the elec- 
tion laws. Neither was there evidence that 
such irregularities as charged would, it cor- 
rected, change the electlon results." 

Now that Taylor and his followers have 
stooped, to trumping up a fiction in a last 
desperate attempt ,to keep him in Washing- 
ton, it's all the more apparent that the peo- 
ple of Idaho used good Judgment in getting 
rid of him. 

It win prompt the hope by many that hh 
name *nevcr again will be associated with 
Idaho politics.
